Superintendent's Report. 


To the Town and Town School District : 


In compliance with the requirement of law, this fourth annual re- 
port under the town district system, is respectfully submitted. 

It appears from the school registers for 1889, that the whole num- 
ber of scholars attending school *‘not less than two weeks” is 154; 
males, 87; females, 67; and the ‘‘average daily attendance,” 138. 
Quite too small an average. No trivial excuses for absence or tardt- 
ness should be listened to by parents or teachers as at a}l admissible. 
Good excuses should always be demanded. No truancy allowed. 
Irregular attendance is not merely a great hindrance to good ad- 
vancement of the absentee, but an actual clog and make-weight upon 
the whole school, and teacher also. 

Under existing circumstances the Board deemed it best to run eight 
schools. Could the number be reduced to six, and scholars assigned 
equally, only about 25 pupils would attend any one school. None 
too large, at least not unwieldy. But the location of our school- 
houses, where accommodations could be afforded, and the distance of 
residence of scholars therefrom would render the cost of conveyance 
quite onerous. 

Some of our schools were decidedly of a high order, both in disci- 
pline and instruction. In one or two. a lack of complete success was 
not attributable to a want of educational acquirements, but to other 
and extraneous causes. On the whole, a very good work was done. 
Most of our teachers had more or less experience in the vocation and 
were well equipped. Our three initiates did commendable work, 
making up, measurably, in zeal and assiduous labor, the lack of ex- 
perience. 

Unfortunately, two of our hard-working and pains-taking teachers 
vacated their schools before the close of the terms upon which they 
had entered, Miss Bullock having been exposed to a contagious dis- 
ease left the North Road school at the close of the sixth week of the 
first term, not wishing to subject her scholars to like exposure. Miss 
Taylor, on account of sickness, closed her labors in the Tannery 
School at the end of the seventh week of the second term. 

Two teachers of experience were secured to fill the vacancies, 
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without any vacation at the North Road, and at the tannery with a 
delay of one week only, so that no disadvantage accrued except that 
ordinarily resulting from a change of instructors. 

Those parents and citizens who manifested their interest in the 
schools. the welfare of pupils, and the success of the teachers by 
their *‘visits” to the school room are to be commended. More visitors 
and more frequent calls would no doubt result in essential benefit in 
stimulating scholars to closer studiousness and more thoroughness in 
their work, and also to a.greater exactness in decorum, besides ‘‘give 
aid and comfort” to teachers. Frequent personal inspection would 
in a majority of cases, reveal the fact that justice demands less un-. 
favorable criticism. 

Under the -‘Free Text Book Law,” all necessary books will be 
furnished scholars who have not a full supply, as a loan, at the town’s 
expense, and it is required that the recipients observe the same scru- 
pulous neatness and care as though the books were their own private 
property. 

We have had 19 weeks of school during the year—two terms—at 
an average cost of about $5 per week, exclusive of fuel and inciden- 
tals. Iftwo terms of 10 weeks each are desired, then a larger 
amount of money will need to be raised. And ought we not to have 
longer terms in lieu of shorter ? 
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The paramount importance of educational acquirements— intellec- 
tual, moral, and physica] culture and training—cannot be over esti- 
mated. The tramers of our organic law, catching the inspiration 
from the eternal God, enunciated the great truth, that ‘Knowledge 
and learning generally diffused through a community is essential to 
the preservation of a free government.” And it is equally true that 
the ‘‘efficiency and usefulness of a liberal education are dwarfed un- 
less developed under the influence of a proper decorum.” The in- 
tellectual and moral training of the child, begun at home, should 
both be continued in the school room. 


Exclusive mental and careless neglect of moral culture, must nec- 
essarily eventuate in making a lop-sided biped instead of the sym- 
metrical man. In rural communities the youth gets, perhaps, a suf- 
ficiency of ‘‘manual” training in farm, shop and household duties. 
Yet no arrangements should be tolerated in the school-room or its 
appurtenances that stint or retard the full, free and complete devel- 
opment of the physical powers. 

A term of school at the Centre, of 10 weeks, of higher grade, 
taught during the winter by Miss Clara M. Farnum, a resident teach- 
er of much experience, was quite well patronized, and was just what 
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was needed for our more advanced scholars. We trust this is just 
the beginning, and others of like character will follow, at least, one 
annually. Education is a potent safe-guard against pauperism and 
crime. Are not a large percentage of the beneficiaries of our char- 
itable and retormatory institutions, and the inmates of our peniten- . 
tiaries, unrefined, uneducated and ignorant ? 

Many of our school houses are unfit for the purpose for which they 
are used, uninviting in exterior appearance and interior arrange- 
ments, if not actually repulsive to a refined taste, with inclined 
floors, hard and inconvenient plank seats, and desks to match, bear 
conspicuous evidences of the mechanical and scuiptural ‘bent of 
mind” of former occupants, in jack-knife carvings and embellish- 
ments(?) left as lasting mementoes, or maybe acts retaliatory, of the 
aches and pains to which they were daily subjected. There is one 
good school building in town, at South Danbury, a pleasant room, 
with convenient, comfortable, inviting seats and desks. Three oth- 
ers, Centre, Eastern and North Road, might, by reseating and other 
repairs, at a moderate outlay, be made equally convenient. An an- 
nual appropriation, sufficient for the completion of one at a time, 
would not be very burdensome. Itis hoped the needed work may 
soon commence.
